chargés. Up to Saturday last the loss on 
the amalgamated system was £70,000.

TANGIER, Wednesday. 

The battlefields of Western Morocco 
between Sheshuan and Tetuan bear 
evidence of a useless sacrifice of the 
Spaniards in Morocco. Behind the round- 
about phrases of the official communiqué 
lies the dreadful truth that the Spanish 
rétreat has been a disaster beyond any 
conception Europe has yet formed of it. 
As I am the only Christian who has seen 
these battlefields since Spain's retreat, 
there is no corroboration for what I say; 
but I can affirm that last week I rode six 
hours through fields strewn’ with things 
that once were men, and counted, until 
odours, sights and horrible vulture sounds 
made further counting impossible. 

COUNTING THE D&AD. 
Within twenty ‘minutes on the battle- 
field of Sheroota I counted 234 dead—this 
only one small part of the retreat, which, 
according to official accounts, cost “15 
dead. '' 
The Spanish retreat from Sheshuan 
began on November 17, under the com- 
mand of General Castro Girona, who had 
brought a relieving column from Tetuan. 
This time Sheshuan had been besieged 
about four months and was completely 
cut off. To save the town from captae: 
and the garrison from imprisonment, 
General Primo de Rivera was obliged to 
order a retreat with heavy reinforcements. 

For about two hundred yards from 
Sheshuan it is apparent that the Spanish 
were permitted to progress safely. When 
the last man was about that distance from 
the city the Riff attack began. From 
there to the gates of Tetuan it continued 
day and night, until the Tvat—a modern 
motor road built by General Berenguer— 
was framed with the corpses of Spain's 
brave, but pitiful, soldiers, who died like 
‘heroes under the orders of incompetent 
officers. 

My gruesome ride led from near 
Sheshuan to Wad Nachla, near the Tetuan 
zone. My escort wished me to continue 
further, but alter six hours of this dread- 
ful journey I had had enough. 

From what I saw I estimate the total 
locses, allowing for a small percentage of 
dead who have been buried by the Moors, 
at about 3,500 men. The official figures 
were “15 dead,’’ according to the Spanish 
communiqués, and 10,000 dead accordin; 
to the Moors. The actual figure may be 
more than 4,000; certainJy not less than 
3,000. 


DIED LIKE HEROES. 

At Darkhobat we struck the first holo 
caust. Although the dead had laid thick 
ae along the side of the road from 
Sheshuan to Darkhobat, nothing I had seen 
so far pr me for this sight. It was a 
‘post, which must have been planned by some 
alf-witted general, for it lay in a ition 
commanded by all the surrounding hills. It 
was a post most difficult to defend, and im- 
possible to evacuate without great loss. 

When on that unlucky day, late in Novem- 
ber, the Spanish officers ordered the evacua- 
tion, their men were slaughtered as they 
marched out, slaughtered like heroes, as every 
Moor has told me, but slaughtered neverthe- 


less. 
Their bodies lie there still, piled sometimes 
five and six deep, many of them skeletons, 
whitening in the brilliant African sunlight. 
Strewn everywhere were horses, 

ing their bodies to the hireous birds of prey. 
The road between Darkhobat and Sheroote 
was comparatively less gruesome. There are 
not more than thirty dead there now after all 
those which the Moore buried. At Sheroota, 
however, we came u another hideous 
weer ye where that great Spanish — 
planned with criminal incompetency, like tha 
of Darkhobat—had heen, evacuated with al- 


most total disaster to its garrison 


MOVED TOO SOON. 

Spanish officers repeatedly told me that 
ale. poet were planned with reference to 
existing water supply.
